There was much subdued ex 
citem ent when Dr. William Gillespie of 
Cincinnati was called to the witness 
stand 
He is a brother of James Gil­ 
lespie, Mrs. Seward and the murdered 
girl, and he and Myron Barbour m ar­ 
ried sisters. 
Dr. Gillespie was on the 
stand for several hours. 
He gave at 
great length experim ents made by him 
to establish that the murder was not 
com mitted by Jam es Gillespie’s 16-! 
gauge choke-bore shotgun. 
The testi­ 
mony was allowed to go to the jury 
with the understanding that no experi­ 
m ent that did not have a human head j 
to be penetrated by the shot could be { 
sim ilar to the fatal shooting. The doc­ 
tor had placed two targets to repre­ 
sent the height of Elizabeth Gillespie’s 
head when she was shot, and of the j 
shot area on the west wall. 
The dis­ 
tance between these targets was also! 
the same as between Miss Gillespie's 
head and the wall. 
By firing a gun 
like Jam es Gillespie's gun, he found 
the shot at tae first target scattered 
seven inches and at the second target j 
nine and a half inches. 
A musket j 
scattered fourteen 
inches and 24 % 
inches. 
An old horse pistol, 18 gauge, j 
18 inches and 24 4 inches, while the 
shot from the m urderer's gun scat- i 
tered 3 0 ^ inches on the west w ail,1 
equivalent to the second target. From 
this he concluded that Jam es Gilles­ 
pie's gun could not have been the j 
weapon used in killing Elizabeth Gil- j 
lespie.

The assembly, by an overwhelming 
vote, made the report on union with ! 
the Cumberland church a special order 
for next Thursday 
Subsequently the 
assembly, with only one negative vote, 
went on record as wiping from the 
m inutes of previous assem blies all as­ 
persions and charges reflecting on the 
Christian character of the Presbyteri­ 
an church in the United States, the 
Southern body. 
In 1882 the general 
assem bly of the Presbyterian church 
in the United States offered the olivs 
branch to the assembly of the Pres­ 
byterian church in the United States 
of America 
(N orthern), 
by wiping 
from its records harsh things it had 
said about the N orthern church in the 
civil war days. The Northern church's 
reply contained a rider which was 
more offensive 
in the eyes of the 
Southern church than certain things to 
which the Northern chruch had previ­ 
ously given voice. 
In saying that it 
took back things it had previously said 
about 
the 
Southern 
assemtdy, 
the 
N orthern assembly took pains to re­ 
mark that this action did not Include 
the action of form er Northern assem ­ 
blies relative to “loyalty and rebell­ 
ion.” Today’s action by the Northern 
assembly seeks to rem ove all the hard 
feeling engendered In those days.

Microscopic Test 
Admitted 
In 
Evi­ 
dence in Schafer Case. 
Bedford, Ind., 
May 21.—The state 
continues to hurl m issiles from Its 
heaviest guns In the trial of Jam es 
McJ>onald, charged with the murder of 
Sarah 
Schafer, the Bedford school 
teacher. Probably the most important 
w itness yet called was Dr Gardner, 
who gave expert testim ony concern­ 
ing the hairs found in the dead hand 
of Miss Schafer and eight hairs cut 
from the m ustache of McDonald by a 
barber 
What effect these hairs will 
have on the ju ry is problem atical. 
If 
they have the effect the prosecution 
desires they will go a long way toward 
proving McDonald guilty. 
Dr. Gardner testified that he was a 
mem ber of several microscopic socie­ 
ties and that he had a complete set of 
Instrum ents. 
He examined the hairs 
cut by a barber from McDonald’s mus­ 
tache, he said, and compared them 
with twro of the hairs found between 
the fingers of Miss Schafer. 
The two hairs from between the 
fingers of Miss Schafer, said the ex­ 
pert. were evidently from the mus­ 
tache of a man, while others, which 
were long and fine, more resembled 
hairs from the head of a woman, al­ 
though they might have been from a 
m an’s head. The w itness said the two 
short hairs found in Miss Schafer’s 
hand were sim ilar to those taken from 
McDonald's 
m ustache 
presented 
by 
Barber Kennedy. 
In the opinion of 
the witness the m ustache hairs all 
cam e from the same face, while the 
others showed a difference in length 
and color. 
On cross-examination Dr. Gardner 
said that there was a possibility that 
the m ustache hairs were not from the 
sam e face and adm itted that dead 
hairs would shrivel. 
The defense con­ 
ducted a rigid cross-examination and 
strongly brought out the fact that the 
doctor could only pronounce a posi­ 
tively perfect resem blance between 
two of the hairs cut from the mus­ 
tache by the barber and those found 
in the dead girl's hand. 
The hairs 
were adm itted as evidence after stren­ 
uous objections by the defense, which 
claimed the hairs taken from Miss 
Schafer’s hand had been sent to Louis­ 
ville for exam ination and that there 
was no proof that those offered In 
ccurt were the same.

He said he saw no es­ 
cape save in self-destruction; that he 
had been harrassed, threatened and 
worried until he could stand it no long­ 
er. and that he had determ ined to end 
it ail by taking his life. 
Investigation 
of the suicide made by lodge frujpds 
in Independence disclosed the fact that 
he had been having trouble of the 
kind indicated in the note, and that 
there was a woman at the bottom of 
it. It is said that Benson worried him ­ 
self insane under the threats that had 
been made against him.
